4.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale, 
all  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  as  a  whole  and  as  numbered  in  the 
catalogue.

John  Karst,  nineteenth  century  wood  engraver,  was  born  in  1836,  son  of 
an  emigrant  to  this  country  who  later  became  an  instructor  at  West  Point. 
He  began  the  study  of  law,  but  so  constantly  drew  pictures  on  the  margins 
of  his  books  that  he  was  advised  to  become  an  artist.  He  apprenticed  him¬ 
self  to  a  woodcarver  and,  after  three  years,  became  master.  During  the  years 
that  followed  he  was  successful,  working  for  leading  publications  of  the 
times.  He  never  forgot  the  dull  law  books  and  uninteresting  school  books 
which  he  had  been  forced  to  read  and,  determined  to  make  them  more 
attractive,  he  illustrated  an  edition  of  McGuffey’s  Reader  which  became 
very  popular. 

Karst  liked  to  spend  his  spare  time  blousing  about  book  shops,  second-hand 
shops,  anti  attending  auction  sales.  His  hobby  was  the  collection  of  old 
objects  of  all  kinds  and,  as  he  was  an  artist,  the  picturesque  and  unusual 
appealed  to  him.  His  office  was  crammed  with  curios.  When,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-two,  he  bought  a  farm  in  the  Catskills  and  retired,  he  took  his  vast 
collection  with  him.  He  died  in  1922. 

In  the  hands  of  Miss  Esther  Karst,  John  Karst’s  daughter,  the  home  became 
a  museum.  The  collection  offered  for  sale,  which  comprises  almost  the 
entire  contents,  is  noteable  more  for  decorative  and  home-like  pieces, 
suitable  for  town  and  country,  than  for  rarities.  The  group  of  American 
pressed  glass  includes  specimens  of  many  different  patterns  in  yellow, 
amber,  blue,  milk-white,  opalescent  and  clear  glass.  The  New  England 
clocks  with  painted  glass  doors,  the  great  variety  of  chairs  including  rockers, 
Hitchcock  types,  and  many  others,  patchwork  quilts  and  costumes,  lanterns, 
powder  horns  and  fire-arms  contrast  with  more  sophisticated  mahogany 
furniture,  textiles,  and  oriental  rugs.  There  are  American  engravings  and 
Currier  &  Ives  lithogaphs,  as  well  as  an  interesting  assortment  of  boxes, 
caddies  and  decorative  objects.  There  is  American  slip-ware  and  a  group 
of  Staffordshire  blue  and  white.  The  collection  includes  items  for  collectors 
of  almost  every  kind  of  Americana.
